The  FIRST  GENERATION  of  the  Bliss  family  of  which  we  have  any  reli- 
e  information  is  comprised  in  a  single  individual  -  Mr.  Thomas  Bliss, 
Belstone  parish,  in  the  County  of  Devonshire,  England.  Very  little  is 
wn  of  him  except  that  he  was  a  wealthy  land  owner,  that  he  belonged 
the  class  who  were  stigmatized  as  Puritans  on  account  of  the  purity  and 
plicity  of  their  forms  of  worship,  that  he  was  persecuted  by  the  civil 
religious  authorities  under  the  direction  of  Archbishop  Laud,  and  that 
was  maltreated,  impoverished  and  imprisoned,  and  finally  ruined  in 
.1th  (as  well  as  financially)  by  the  many  indignities  and  hardships 
ced  upon  him  by  the  intolerant  church  party  in  power.  He  is  supposed 
have  been  born  about  the  year  1550  or  1560.  The  date  of  his  death  is 
certainly  known,  but  probably  occurred  about  the  time  his  sons  emi¬ 
tted  to  America,  or  soon  thereafter.

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SECOND  GENERATION 

The  second  generation  of  this  family  comprises  the  children  of  Thomas 
Lies,  of  Belstone  parish,  in  Devonshire,  England,  two  of  whom  removed  to 
aerie a  in  1635,  while  another  languished  in  prison  where  he  contracted  a 
>ver  of  which  he  eventually  died.  We  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  the 
an®  of  their  mother,  or  the  dates  of  her  birth,  marriage  and  death,  but

BOMAS,  of  Belstone  parish,  Devonshire,  England,  of  Braintree,  Mass.,  and 
fterwards  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  was  a  son  of  the  first  Thomas  Bliss,  of 
3  let  one ,  and  was  bom  about  the  year  1580  or  1585.  He  married  in  England 

bout  1612-15  to  Margaret - (see  addenda  about  Margaret)  and  had  ten 

krildren,  of  whom  six  were  born  previous  to  their  removal  to  this  country; 
bese  were  named  respectively,  nnn,  Mary,  Thomas,  Nathaniel,  Lawrence,  and 
amuel;  and  in  this  country  were  probably  born  Sarah,  Elizabeth,  Hannah, 
nd  John.  Owing  to  religious  persecutions,  Thomas  Bliss  was  compelled  to 
eave  England,  and  in  the  autumn  of  1635  >  he  with  his  younger  brother 
eorge  embarked  at  Plymouth,  with  their  families,  for  the  then  wilderness 
f  America.  Upon  their  arrival  at  Boston,  Thomas  located  temporarily  at 
raintree.  Mass.,  whence  he  afterwards  removed  to  Hartford,  Conn.,  where  he 
ied  in  1640.  We  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  the  dates  of  birth  of 
11  the  children  of  this  family;  but  it  is  evident  that  Thomas  was  the 
ldest  son,  and  that  he  must  have  been  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  distribu- 
ion  of  the  lots  in  Hartford,  which  would  place  his  birth  at  about  the 
ear  1615-16.  The  births  of  the  other  children  must  have  occurred  between 
hat  of  Thomas,  Jr.  (unless  Ann  and  Mary  were  older)  and  the  death  of 
hemas,  sen.,  in  1640,  which  would  allow  two  years  at  least  between  them, 
robably  there  were  no  other  sons  of  age  at  the  time  of  their  arrival  in 
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-ford,  as  otherwise  they  would  have  had  lota  assigned  them,  -  and  there 
lothing  more  discoverable  respecting  any  of  the  children  in  Hartford. 

-  Addenda  about  Margaret.  --  It  is  thought  her  maiden  name  was  MARGARET 
WHENCE  and  that  she  was  born  about  the  year  159** >  and  married  to 
icmae  Bliss  about  1612-15-  She  was  a  good  looking  woman,  with  a  square 
>long  face  that  betokened  great  capability  and  force  of  character.  She 
id  a  broad  open  brow,  fair  hair  and  blue  eyes.  After  the  death  of  her 
isband,  which  took  place  about  the  close  of  the  year  l639>  she  managed 
le  affairs  of  the  family  with  great  prudence  and  judgment.  Her  eldest 
mghter,  Ann,  was  married  to  Robert  Chapman,  of  Saybrook,  Conn. , 

)ril  29th,  1642,  choosing  April  for  their  marriage  month  instead  of 
ly,  for  the  old  English  adage  ran  "To  wed  in  May,  you'll  rue  the  day." 
le  removed  with  her  husband  to  Saybrook,  where  her  eldest  brother, 
lomas,  came  soon  after  to  live  with  them,  and  where  he  married  in  1644, 
id  in  1659  removed  to  Norwich,  Conn. ,  with  thirty-four  or  thirty-five 
ihers  and  effected  the  settlement  of  that  town.  The  other  children 
*  the  widow  Margaret  Bliss,  of  Hartford,  concluded  not  to  settle  there 
jrmanently,  chills  and  fever  prevailing  in  some  lacalities  near  the 
jwn;  she  and  her  children,  therefore,  in  the  year  1643,  removed  to  the 
jttlement  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  thirty  miles  or  more  up  the  Connecticut 
Lver.  Margaret  sold  her  property  in  Hartford,  and  gathering  her  house- 
)ld  goods  and  cattle  together,  prepared  with  her  eight  children  to  make 
le  Journey  through  the  forest  to  Springfield,  which  she  accomplished  in 
Dout  five  days.  Nathaniel  and  Samuel,  her  second  and  fourth  sons,  had 
jen  there  previously,  and  a  dwelling  had  been  prepared  for  the  family 
1  their  arrival.  A  journey  like  this  was  thought  a  great  thing  in  those 
iys.  They  camped  out  in  the  forest  three  nights  with  their  teams,  so 
parsely  was  the  country  settled  at  that  time;  and  the  forests,  infested 
ith  savage  beasts  and  scarcely  less  savage  Indians,  were  broken  only  by 
le  single  roads  to  the  seaboard,  on  the  east  and  on  the  south,  and 
aese  were  by  no  means  of  the  best. 

Mrs.  Margaret  had  acquaintances  in  Springfield  whom  she  had  known 
England,  and  here  she  settled  down  for  the  remainder  of  her  days.  It 
Baid  she  purchased  a  tract  of  land  in  Springfield  one  mile  square, 
uated  in  the  south  part  of  the  town,  on  what  is  now  Main  Street,  -and 
dering  on  Connecticut  River.  One  of  the  streets  laid  out  on  the 
or  tract  has  been  named  "Margaret  Street"  and  another  "Bliss  Street, 
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i/hich  has  been  built  a  Congregational  Church.  She  lived  to  see  all 
children  brought  up,  married,  and  established  in  homes  of  their  own, 

3pt  Hannah,  who  died  at  about  twenty- three  years  of  age.  Mrs.  Margaret 
98  died  in  Springfield,  August  20th,  1684,  after  a  residence  in  America 
nearly  fifty  years,  and  over  forty  since  her  husband's  death.  She  was 
snergetic,  efficient  woman,  capable  of  transacting  most  kinds  of  business, 
was  long  remembered  in  Springfield  as  a  woman  of  great  intellectual  abil- 
.  A  mother  with  these  characteristics  seldom  fails  to  transmit  them  to 
berity. 

Margaret  Bliss's  will,  dated  in  September  (1683?)  mentions  her  son, 
n;  son  Lawrence,  deceased,  son  Samuel,  daughter  Elizabeth  (Morgan), 

9ased,  daughter  Mary  Parsons,  (widow  of  Joseph),  and  daughter  Sarah 
ott).  As  no  reference  is  made  to  Thomas  or  Ann,  it  has  been  questioned 
ther  they  were  her  children.  But  neither  is  there  any  reference  in  it  to 
children  of  her  son  Nathaniel,  deceased,  to  whom  in  their  younger  years 
had  been  guardian  and  guide;  so  that  it  cannot  be  inferred  from  such 
ssion  that  Thomas,  Jr.,  and  Ann  were  not  her  children.  As  she  survived 
husband  forty-four  years,  it  may  have  been  that  she  was  a  second  wife, 
that  these  were  children  of  a  former  marriage.  He  must  have  died 
paratively  young,  or  there  may  have  been  a  great  disparity  in  their 
s.  She  lived  more  than  ninety  years,  in  spite  of  the  hardships  and 
ieties  she  had  passed  through,  and  her  grand- children  were  generally 
jr  strong  of  constitution  and  long-lived,  as  were  also  her  children, 
was  a  woman  of  superior  abilities,  great  resolution,  and  uncommon 
erprise,  and  is  entitled  to  the  respect  of  her  descendents,  both  for 
vigor  of  mind  and  constitution.

,  on  Oct.  9,  1683,  died.  She  died  Jan.  29,  1686,  Mr.  Parsons,  associa- 
with  Mr.  Pynchon,  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  men  in  the  public 
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®se  of  the  place,  and  quite  wealthy.  He  was  a  witness  to  the  deed 
i  by  the  Indians  to  Pynchon  July  15,  1636.  Joseph  and  Mary  Parsons  had 
children  before  their  arrival  in  Northampton,  Mass,  in  1654.  (Their  son 
izer,  horn  in  this  place  May  1,  1655,  was  the  first  white  child  born  in 
iown,  and  he  was  killed  by  the  Indians  at  Northfield,  Sept.  2,  1675). 
in  Northampton  they  had  seven  more  children,  making  twelve  in  all,  but 
>,  named  Benjamin,  John  and  David,  died  young.  Mary  Bliss,  the  mother 
lis  family,  two  years  after  the  birth  of  her  youngest  child,  was  charged 
witchcraft  by  some  of  her  neighbors  who  were  envious  of  their  prosperity 
mdeavored  in  this  way  to  disgrace  them.

Just  after  her  acquittal  in  Boston,  her  son  Ebenezer  was  killed  by 
Indians,  and  those  who  had  been  instrumental  in  bringing  her  to  trial 
"Behold,  though  human  judges  may  be  bought  off,  God's  vengeance  neither 
i  aside  nor  slumbers*"  It  is  said  that  she  possessed  great  beauty  and 
its,  but  was  not  very  amiable.

May  28,  1699), 
who  had  eight,  children  by  a  previous  marriage.  Elizabeth  had  only  one 
child,  named  Nathaniel,  b.  June  14,  1671.  She  was  thirty- two  or  three 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  marriage,  and  had  been  engaged  to  be 
married  before,  but  her  intended  husband  was  killed  by  the  Indians.

iS  BLISS,  of  Hartford,  Saybrook,  and  Norwich,  Conn,  (son  of  Thomas  and 
iret  Bliss,  of  Hartford,  Conn. )  was  born  in  England,  and  removed  to 
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ica  with  his  father  in  1635*  Soon  after  his  father's  death  he  removed 
aybrook.  Here  hie  allotment  of  land  was  east  of  Connecticut  River,  in 
is  now  Lyme,  and  his  home  lot  lay  between  John  Ompsted  (Olmstead)  on 
north,  and  John  Lay  on  the  south.  He  sold  his  land  here  July  23,  1662, 
ohn  Comstock  and  Richard  Smith,  having  removed  his  family  to  Norwich, 

.  two  or  three  years  previous.  He  was  married  October  30th,  1644,  to  a 
named  Elizabeth,  and  they  had  six  children  bom  to  them  in  Saybrook, 
their  seventh  child,  named  Anne,  born  in  1660,  was  the  second  English 
d  born  in  Norwich.  His  allotment  in  Norwich  was  ’’next  to  Sergeant 
ingwell,  (Opposite,  according  to  the  ancient  map,)  on  the  street  as  it 
south,  five  acres  and  a  fourth,  with  a  lane  on  the  south  leading  to 
tering  place  at  the  river.”  This  homestead  is  still  occupied  by  his 
endents,  (1880)  seven  generations  of  the  same  name  having  successively 
rited  the  homestead  and  dwelt  therein,  -  the  property  being  held  under 
original  deed,  -  and  the  house  itself,  in  its  frame  work  is  doubtless 
original  habitation  built  by  the  first  grantee.  In  a  country  where 
tenure  is  allodial,  and  there  are  no  rights  of  primogenture  or  entail- 
,  instances  of  two  hundred  years  of  family  ownership  are  not  very 
on. 

In  (1680?)  Thomas  Bliss  and  Matthew  Griswold  were  appointed  agents 
he  town  of  Saybrook  to  "lay  out  a  lot  of  land  to  an  Indian  named  The 
it,”  near  Black  Point,  in  what  is  now  East  Lyme,  Conn.  The  locality 
till  called  "The  Giant's  Neck." 

The  energy,  sound  health,  and  good  judgment  of  Thomas  Bliss  brought 
it  prosperity,  which  is  evidenced  by  his  having  made  a  will;  for  only 
ie  who  had  considerable  property  to  dispose  of  did  so,  for  it  was  a 
r  expensive  affair  in  those  days,  for  the  tyranny  and  rapacity  of  Sir 
ind  Andros  compelled  the  colonists  to  carry  every  such  instrument  to 
-on  to  prove,  and  have  recorded,  in  order  that  he  (Sir  Edmund)  might 
.1  himself  of  the  fees  of  that  office  toward  supporting  the  state  in 
\h  he  aspired  to  live;  for  he  never  appeared  in  the  streets  without 
:ds,  or  two  or  three  servants  following  him,  -  and  it  was  quite  as  easy 
)btain  access  to  the  King  of  England  as  to  his  ape,  the  governor  of 
3e  colonies. 

Thomas  Bliss'  will  is  dated  April  13th,  1688,  two  days  before  his 
th;  and  in  it  provision  was  made  for  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  and  six 
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ax^hters,  and  his  only  living  son,  Samuel,  who  was  at  that  time  thirty- one 
ears  of  age.  His  estabe  was  estimated  at  Ll82,17s.7d.  He  had  land  be- 
ides  his  home  lot  "over  the  river  -  on  the  Little  Plain  -  at  the  Great 
lain  -  at  the  Falls  -  in  the  Ycintic  meadow  -  in  meadow  at  Beaver  Book  - 
n  pasture  east  of  the  town  -  and  on  Westward  hill."

ELIZABETH,  b.  at  Saybrook,  Conn.  Nov.  20,  1645,  m.  June  7,  1663, 

Edward  Smith,  of  New  London,  Conn.  This  couple,  with  their  son  John, 
aet.  15  died  of  an  epidemic  disease  in  1689  -  the  son  July  8th,  the 
wife  July  10th,  and  Mr.  Smith  July  l4th.  A  son,  (Capt.  Obadiah, 
b.  1677)  and  six  daughters  went  to  reside  at  Norwich  with  relatives. 
SARAH,  b.  at  Saybrook,  Aug.  26,  1647,  m.  Dec  1668,  Thomas  Sluman, 
Norwich,  and  had  six  children.  He  died  in  1683,  and  she  afterwards 
m.  April  8,  1686,  Dr.  Solomon  Tracy,  of  Norwich,  by  whom  she  had  one 
son.  She  d.  Aug.  29,  1730.  Dr.  T.  died  July  9 ,  1732. 

MARY,  b.  at  Saybrook  Feb.  7 ,  1649,  m.  about  1672-3,  David,  son  of 
Dea.  Hugh  and  Ann  Caulkins,  of  New  London,  Conn.  (A  Welchman  who 
came  to  this  country  about  1640,  stopped  at  Marshfield  for  a  short 
season,  then  removed  to  Lynn,  Mass,  thence  to  New  London  about  1652, 
and  finally  to  Norwich,  Conn,  about  1659)*  He  had  the  estate  of  his 
father  in  that  part  of  New  London  now  known  as  Waterford,  near  Ni antic 
From  this  union  has  descended  the  modest  and  diligent  historian  of 
Norwich  and  New  London  -  Miss  Frances  M.  Caulkins,  who  was  widely 
known  as  one  of  the  leading  antiquarian  writers  of  her  day.  David 
Caulkins  d.  Nov.  25,  1717*

2'  published  in  Oakland,  Calif,  in  1882.  .After  their 
marriage  in  185^-  Mr.  Lee  and  Minerva  (Bliss)  Lee  lived  for  awhile  in 
Ophir,  Calif,  where  Mr.  Lee  was  engaged  in  mining,  then  they  moved  to 
Dutch  Flat,  and  after  a  few  years  there  they  homesteaded  a  quarter  sec¬ 
tion  of  land  near  Alta,  and  lived  there  the  rest  of  their  lives.

(Section  L)  LEE 

We  have  no  positive  information  about  the  ancestors  of  GEORGE  N.  TEE 
of  Farmington,  Mich.,  who  was  the  father  of  WM.  NOBLE  LEE  (1831-1901), 
so  we  will  start  this  summary  with  GEORGE. 

The  1830  Census:  Territory  of  Michigan,  lists  GEORGE  LEE,  head  of 
family,  bet.  20  and  30 >  and  1  female  bet.  15  and  20.  This  obviously  is 
George  and  his  wife  (M.  Tenney)  before  any  children  were  born.  The  same 
Census  lists  a  Harvey  Lee  as  head  of  family,  bet.  30  and  40,  1  female 
bet.  20  and  30  and  2  children  under  10.  Also  listed  is  William  Lee, 

bet.  30  and  40,  1  female  bet.  20  and  30  and  3  children  under  10.  These 

men  are  listed  here  because  it  is  quite  possible  that  Harvey  and  William 

Lee  are  brothers  of  George,  as  they  all  lived  in  Oakland  County. 

Now,  we  have  Wm.  Noble  Lee,  b.  Oct.  9,  1831,  according  to  the  Placer 
County,  Calif .  History,  who  must  have  been  the  first  child  of  George  and 
M.  (Tenney)  Lee.  Next  child  was  Orlando  H.  Lee,  who  was  a  Lieut,  in  the 
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Civil  War  from  Calif.  Hie  death  cert.,  dated  Apr.  2k,  1911,  states  that 
he  was  b.  in  Mich.  Jan.  19,  1832,  and  died  in  Veterans  Home,  Calif.,  was 
single,  had  been  in  Calif.  54  years,  that  he  was  a  carpenter  by  trade. 
Father:  George  N.  Lee;  Mother:  M.  Tenney;  birthplace  of  parents  unknown. 
There's  a  discrepancy  somewhere,  because  William  Noble  Lee  and  Orlando  H. 
Lee  could  not  have  been  born  so  close  together.  George's  other  children 
were  Elizabeth,  Harvey  and  George,  but  possibly  not  bom  in  that  order. 
George  N.  Lee  died  about  1840  and  some  years  later  his  widow  married  a 
man  by  the  name  of  Parkhurst,  and  they  had  a  daughter  named  "Lottie" 
who  is  quoted  as  being  "the  pet  of  her  sister  and  half-brothers  because 
of  sweetness  of  disposition."  She  died  while  still  in  her  teens .  A 
Michigan  publication  states:  "The  settlement  of  interior  Michigan  really 
began  with  the  great  wave  of  immigration  of  the  1820 's  and  1830’ s  touched 
off  by  the  opening  of  the  Erie  Canal.--  So  Goorge  N.  Lee  probably  was  not 
bom  in  Michigan.  There  ale  a  number  of  "IEE"  genealogies,  but  I  haven't 
connected  George  N.  with  any  I've  examined  so  far.  (E.L.B.)

In  the  Genealogy  of  the  TENNEY  Family,  or  the  descendents  of 
THOMAS  TENNEY  of  ROWLEY,  MASS.  (1634  -  1904)  (with  partial  records  of 
Prof.  Jonathan  Tenney)  by  M.  J.  Tenney,  page  233  appears  the  following:

5 
and  10;  and  1  female  bet.  15  and  20.  ***  This  might  indicate  that  in 
1830  Win.  Tenney  (or  Tenny)  was  almost  50,  and  perhaps  a  widower, 
since  the  next  female  is  under  20. 

George  N.  Lee's  wife  could  have  been  Minerva  Tenney,  as  you  can 
see  from  the  above ,  and  we  know  that  his  widow  married  a  man  by  name 
of  Parkhurst.  More  research  is  required  to  determine  facts  in  this 
case.  On  the  map  of  Mich,  there  is  a  WALLED  LAKE,  near  Farmii^ton. 


(Section  W)  WISE 

The  ancestry  of  JESSIE  ANDRE  WISE,  wife  of  William  Arthur  Lee,  Number  4 
in  the  foregoing  genealogy,  is  a  bit  sketchy,  but  I  will  note  here  what 
data  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  from  various  sources: 

Death  notice  in  a  California  paper: 

"WISE:  In  Walnut  Grove,  Sept.  11,  1914,  Joseph  Wise,  Sr.,  beloved 

husband  of  Nancy  Jane  Wise;  father  of  Mrs.  Cordelia  McDonnell 
J.  L. ,  William  F  and  Jesse  Wise,  brother  of  Frank  and  PHLLIF 
Wise;  a  native  of  Missouri,  aged  84  years,  5  months,  11  days. 
Friends  are  respectfully  invited  to  attend  the  funeral  Monday 
afternoon  at  1  o’clock  from  the  mortuary  parlors  of  W.  F. 
Gormley,  720  H.  St.,  where  funeral  services  will  be  held. 
Interment,  East  Lawn  Cemetery." 

On  April  7,  1963,  I  received  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Bessie  (Wise)  Over¬ 
beck  who  lives  in  Jackson,  Missouri.  Her  father  was  Jasper  N.  Wise,  who 
vas  a  brother  of  Philip  and  Frank.  From  this  we  conclude  that  Jasper 
Vise  was  not  living  in  1914,  when  Joseph,  Sr.  died  in  Walnut  Grove,  Calif. 
Mrs.  Overbeck  stated  further  that  her  father  (Jasper)  had  four  brothers, 
Philip,  Dave,  Joseph  and  Frank,  and  that  they  all  went  to  California  in 

their  younger  days  and  never  returned.  She  also  says  that  her  father 
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and  his  brothers  and  sisters  (as  far  as  she  knew)  were  all  born  in  a 
little  town  called  Kurreville,  Mo.,  not  far  from  Millersville.  About 
1905  her  cousin  Joseph  L.  Wise,  Jr.  visited  her.  He  was  about  45  or 
50  at  that  time,  slightly  crippled  Mrs.  Overbeck  copied  the  follow¬ 
ing  from  her  parent’s  family  Bible,  now  over  100  years  old:

Note  by  Mrs.  Overbeck:  "I  think  one  of  the  last  two  dates  must 
be  in  error,  but  I  copied  exactly  as  it  is  written  in 
the  Bible/' 

If  we  start  with  Philip  Wise,  who,  according  to  the  family  Bible 
was  b.  Oct.  13,  1803,  and  assume  that  Sally  Wise,  b.  Dec.  14,  1805,  was 
his  first  wife,  David  Wise  and  Polly  Ann  may  have  been  their  first 
B*andchildren.  A  letter  written  by  Jessie  Wise  Lee  to  Elsie  Lee  Brehm, 
when  the  latter  was  living  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  has  this  paragraph: 

"The  Wises  came  to  this  country  before  the  Revolutionary  War,  frcm 
Germany,  landing  in  New  York.  One  branch  (my  father's)  lived  in  North 
Carolina,  then  some  of  them  went  to  Virginia  and  some  to  Missouri.  My 
father's  name  was  Philip  Wise.  He  married  three  times,  first  time  there 
was  one  child,  David,  wife  died,  second  time  there  was  Nancy,  Fanny, 

Joe  and  maybe  a  girl.  Wife  died;  then  he  married  CATHERINE  FULBRIGHT , 
the  children  were  Jasper,  Louisa,  Frank  and  Philip  (my  father  (Philip) 
was  the  youngest."  Further  on,  she  writes:  "Dad's  father  had  a 
brother  in  Missouri,  too  -  I  cannot  recall  the  name  now  -  he  was  a 
slave  owner,  had  a  lot  of  them.  Dad's  father  would  not  own  any  -  he 

hired  a  crowd  of  them  from  other  owners  sometimes  to  do  his  farm  work.

Bettie  (Malone)  Wise  died  in  1927  and  Philip 
died  in  1929*  Both  are  buried  in  Mt.  View  Cemetery,  5000  Piedmont  Ave., 
Piedmont,  California.

RANDOM  NOTES  ON  WISE  FAMILY 

Elizabeth  (Bettie)  Malone  Wise  (I856-I927)  had  a  sister  Lydia,  who 
married  man  named  IEWEY.  They  had  one  son  Otis,  who,  in  1934  lived 
in  Oatman,  Arizona.  Otis  Dewey  was  b.  about  1885*  Mrs.  Jessie  Wise 
Lee  states  that  she  had  Aunt  Louise  Kinder,  who  is  buried  in  Gold  Run, 
Calif.,  after  1890  ? 

Late  in  1934,  three  of  the  Lee  girls,  (Velda,  Madelyn,  and  Gladyi 
(Lee)  Leonard,  visited  Millersville,  where  their  mother  (Jessie  Wise 
Lee)  was  born.  They  were  returning  to  Calif,  after  visiting  in  Chica< 
and  St.  Louis,  driving  1932(  ?)  Ford.  They  met  a  number  of  "kin-folks 
and  former  friends  of  Philip  and  Bettie  Wise  (parents  of  Jessie  Lee), 
among  them  Philip's  sister,  Susan,  cousin  Jim  Houk  (or  Houck),  Mrs. 
Propst,  who,  at  that  time  was  82  yrs.  old.  They  went  to  see  Minnie  a 
Alice  Steele,  cousins  of  Bettie  Wise's  father,  Andra  Malon  (or  Malone 
who  at  that  time  (193*0  were  about  82  and  79  yrs.  old.  Minnie  Steele 
passed  away  in  her  home  near  Oak  Ridge,  Mo.  on  June  26,  1936-  A  news 
paper  article  states  in  part:  "Miss  Almarinda  Minnie  Steele,  was 
daughter  of  Henry  Franklin  and  Elizabeth  Steele,  J>ioneer  residents  of 
Illinois,  and  was  bom  Oct.  6,  1847  in  Jo  Davies,  Ill.  She  taught  fo 
28  years  in  public  schools  of  Cape  Girardeau  County.  She  was  the 
first  pupil  to  enroll  in  the  Oak  Ridge  High  School  when  it  opened  its 
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doors  to  students  Nov.  4,  1874.  .  .  She  was  active  in  the  county  W.C.T.U. 
and  attended  many  State  meetings  of  that  organization.  .  .  She  was  a 
member  of  the  Christian  Church  and  the  Republican  Party.  Surviving  are 
sister  Alice,  and  the  following  nieces  and  nephews:  Mrs.  Thomas  F.  Taylor 
and  G.  D.  Fronabarger,  Cape  Girardeau;  Marvin  Kirksey,  Waco,  Texas, 

Hugh  and  Will  Kirksey  of  Sacramento,  Calif.,  Mrs.  Zilleh  Hill,  Paragould. 
Ark.,  Charles  Ward  and  Mrs.  Alma  Day,  Holcomb,  and  Mrs.  E.  0.  Seabaugh, 
Jackson." 


Claire  (Linn)  Cain,  (8-XIII-3)  wrote  on  Feb.  4,  1963*  "Yes,  I  remember 
Ella  Halsey  (niece  of  Minerva  A.  Bliss)  and  I  used  to  write  to  Lawrence 
Jackson  during  World  War  I  and  had  a  photo  of  him.  I  remember  Frances 
Price,  and  her  cousins,  Paul  and - Wise.  Frances  Price  had  a  birth¬ 

day  party,  to  which  Madelyn  (Lee)  and  I  were  invited.  Fresh  strawberries 
were  served  but  Frances  had  a  weak  stomach  and  her  mother  wouldn’t  let 
her  eat  the  strawberries,  so  she  gave  them  to  Madelyn  and  I,  who  could 
eat  anything.  Ha  Ha." 


Dr.  and  Mrs  Leonard  (Gladys  Lee  9-XIII-4)  drove  through  Millersville,  Me 
and  Oak  Ridge,  in  1962,  wrote  as  follows:  "We  found  two  graves  of 
Malones  and  two  of  McLanes  --  They  were  of  people  who  would  have  been 
between  80  and  85  in  1963."  This  would  indicate  that  family  name  "McLane 
is  correctly  spelled. 

On  Sept.  4,  1962  I  received  letter  from  Paul  Wise,  who  states:  "My 
niece  in  Nevada  just  forwarded  your  letter  of  March  6th  to  me  concerning 
the  Wise  family.  Joseph  Lincoln  Wise  was  my  grandfather  and  I  knew  him 
well  before  he  died  in  1914.  Jesse  Wise  is  my  father  and  is  now  94  yearc 
old  and  lives  in  San  Marino,  Calif."  Paul  lives  at  1215  South  Highway, 
Ukiah,  Galif.  (ELB) 


BESSIE  WISE,  Third  daughter  of  Philip  Wise  and  Bettie  (Malone)  Wise, 
was  b.  in  1885,  maybe  in  Iowa  Hill,  California.  When  she  was  about 
16  she  had  a  tragic  accident.  Some  logs  became  unchained  and  one  of 
them  crushed  her  foot,  which  had  to  be  amputated.  She  did  not  allow 
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this  to  spoil  her  life,  however,  hut  after  an  artificial  limb  was  pro¬ 
vided,  she  took  part  in  social  life,  went  roller-skating,  dancing,  etc. 
She  was  a  lovely  slender  blue-eyed  brunette,  with  a  sunny  disposition. 
She  married  Roy  Whittum  of  Martinez,.  Calif,  but  died  when  only  V7.  She 
asked  that  her  body  be  cremated  and  the  urn  placed  in  her  mother* s  grave 
which  was  done.  (Mt.  View  Cemetery,  Piedmont,  Calif.) 


The  above  Random  Notes,  and  scattered  information  about  LEE,  TENNEY, 
and  WISE  families,  is  put  in  here  for  use  of  any  of  the  descendents  of 
Minerva  A  Bliss  and  Wm.  Noble  Lee,  who  come  after  me,  and  wish  to  carry 
their  individual  lines  further,  or  write  a  more  complete  genealogy  of 
the  Lee  or  Wise  families.  I  started  collecting  data  back  in  1932,  after 
visiting  the  Newberry  Library  in  Chicago.  Out  in  California  for  the 
past  five  years,  I've  ma.de  many  visits  to  the  Sutro  Library  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  and  of  course  wrote  innumerable  letters,  and  all  the  ’’descendents” 
are  welcome  to  use  what  I  have  laboriously  compiled. 

I  warn  you,  however  that  if  the  Genealogical  Bug  ever  bites  you,  it 


will  stay  with  you  ever  after.
